Legislative issues of consider- 
able importance will be scrutin- 
ized by the 13 Senate fact-find- 
ing committees during the inter- 
im between now and the 1963 
general session. The Senate rules 
committee has released a list of 
‘130 measures which have been 
assigned to the various groups 
for study and report during the 


period. 


Heaviest workload was handed 
over: to the judiciary committee, 
to which were sent 37 measures 
of all kinds, bills, constitutional 
amendments and _ resolutions. 
The education group drew sec- 
ond place with 13 measures. 
Third was revenue and taxation, 
with 12. The business and com- 
committee was fourth, 
with 11. Water resources was 
next, with eight measures. 

All of the. remaining eight 
committees were assigned some 
measures to review. Agriculture, 
governmental administration, la- 
bor and welfare, natural resourc- 
es, public health, and transpor- 
tation are fields in which hear- 
ings on proposed measures will 
be held. 

In the judiciary field the bills 
with perhaps the widest interest 
are those which would enact a 
new Uniform Commercial Cade, 
paralleling similar statutes of 
other states. Every person using 
commercial paper of any kind 
would be affected to a greater 
or lesser extent by these bills. 
Another important measure 
would give the judicial council 
power to make rules for proced- 
ure in trial courts, under super- 
vision of the Legislature. Two 
other measures of considerable 
interest would require the at- 
torney-general to investigate 
and make public written reports 
on all cases in which a peace of- 
ficer kills a person allegedly in 
line of duty, or is accused of 
using unnecessary force in tak- 
ing a person into custody. 

Several significant bills will 
be taken up by the education 
committee. One would appro- 
priate $5 million to start a pro- 
gram of “self-help scholarships” 
for qualified high school stu-

A proposed 
constitutional amendment would 
lower the vote required to ap- 
prove a school bond issue from 
the present two-thirds margin 
to a sixty percent majority. 

Measures to be studied by the 
revenue and taxation committee 
will attract great interest: One 
would set up a state license fee, 
similar to that for motor ve- 
hicles, for all boats using Cali- 
fornia waters, to replace all local 
property taxes now paid. An- 
other would impose a new two- 
cent tax per gallon on all air- 
craft fuel, and would earmark 
the proceeds for airport con- 
struction. Two Assembly bills 
will also be reviewed by this 
group, both relating to the com- 
plicated problem of taxing in- 
ventories of unprocessed mater- 
ials. 

The business and commerce 
committee has a broad range of 
topics to study. Everything from 
hypnotism to health insurance 
for farm workers to new ways 
of naming notaries public are on 
its agenda. 

Newspapers all over the state 
will carry news as to the dates 
and places of meetings scheduled 
by the various committees on all 
these important topics. Those of 


you concerned with particular 


measures should plan to make 
your views known at hearings 
on them. As I have written be- 
fore in this column, we can forge 
the best legislation for all only 
‘if we are told your problems 
and ideas.

These cool mornings leave 
no doubt that winter is coming 
along with frost, wind, and, we 
hope, rain. Therefore you 
should be preparing for it now 
instead of some frosty Decem- 
ber morning. You probably 
won't but you should. 

Begonias, coleus, and oth- 
er tender things you wish to 
save should be potted so they 
can be moved indoors. We 
mention this because we sell
